biggest known specimen of gorilla, It was 
, shot in the Cameroons territory in West Africa. 
_ After much difficulty is was removed to’ 
 Hambtrg, staffed, mounted, and placed on 
exhibition, It measured 6ft, 10} in, from the 
crown of the head to the middle toe and across 
from middle finger to middle finger oft 33in.. 
Ie was largely a matter of chance that the 
‘commercial . traveller, Herr Paschen, of 
Scherwin, shot this gigantic gorilla, When the 
natives came to the agency at Cameroons with 
stories of the “big monkey,” Herr Paschen did 
not take much stock in the accounts, But 
when the natives started out on a big hunt 
for the gorilla, the German took his carbine 
and wentalong, - . After some hours’ travel they 
came to the patch of bush where the gorilla 
was supposed to be hiding. The natives sur- 
rounded the bush, and suddenly the beast's 
i head appeared. Herr Paschen made a path 
through the bush with his bush knife, and when 
within range took aim and fired. It was a 
lucky shot, forthe beast at once fell with a 
bullet through its head, It fell with @ crash, 
and was almost instantly dead. It was not an 
_ easy matter to remove the porilla to the coast, 
and to Hamburg; but there it.is now, almost 
life-like in appearance so carefully was the 
stuffing and mounting done.—Zx. 


MOVEMENT 70 ‘ABOLISH 
DEATH PENALTY. 
a 


~" Dr, Josinh Oldfield, the secretary of the 
‘Society for the Abolition of Capital. Punish- 
ment, proposes’ to substitute for the death 
penalty what he terms ‘spiritual hospitals’ for 
murderers, This strange panacea for crime 
was brought forward at the annual meeting of 
the society at the Holborn Restaurant last 
month, Hanging, Dr. Oldfield said, could be 
proved to have never acted as a deterrent of; 
crime, Rome rose to her greatest grandeur 
“after the abolition of capital punishment, In 
Elizabethan times, when hundreds were 
executed annually, ‘crime’ flourished just 
‘the same. What ‘was the alternative to 
* capital punishment? The answer was: “ Hos- 
pitals for the spiritually diseased,” where 
criminals could’ be kept and attended by 
“nurses and clergy until they had recovered 
their moral health. For this treatment a new 
. profession of “spiritual therapeutics” must be 
founded. Sir Edmund Verney echoed Dr. 
Oldfield’s sentiments, and said “hanging could 
not act as a deterrent when only one in nine 
murderers went-to the gallows, and only one in 
five was punished at all. Resolutions were 
passed in favour of the total abolition. of capital 
punishment so far, as. women are concerned, 
and proposing that candidates at the next 
general election should be asked to pledge 
themselves to support a Bill to amend the law 
with the object of providing “a partial or 
gradual abolition of the death penalty." —£r,

DETAILS OF HOW ‘IT OCCURRED. 


” The following telegrams to the Afadras Mail, 
dated the 16th ult., give fuller details’ of 
‘the accident to, Lord Kitchener: Simla was 
greatly excited this morning at the r news that 
Lord Kitchener had sustained an accident ast 
night, breaking his leg. It appears that the 
Commander-in-Chief rode out alone to “ Wild 
Flower Hall,” his residence at Mahasu, about 
six miles from Simla, Returning in the even- 
ing he was passing through the small tunnel 
near Sarjouli Bazaar when his horse became 
restive and he collided against the side of 
the’ tunnel, breaking -his leg clean above the 
ankle, both bones being broken. He lay for 
.some littl time in thé tunnel, "helpless, until 
some coolies luckily came along with an empty 
ricksha in which he was brought back, to Simla. 
Here he was at once attended at Snowdon” 
by Colonel Tate and Majors Clark.and Greene, 
the Civil Surgeons, who set his leg. He hada 


.| good night and is cheerful acd doing well, but 


his tour arrangements are, naturally, all cancel- 
led, and he is unlikely to be able to Jeave 
Simla for’ a month or so. - His horse’ is a 
particularly quiet animal which -he brought 
from South Africa and has constantly ridden on
